Lightweight Champion Ias

Slow (n starting the sallor finlshed like
nogale wt sea, and had the champlon
doing his beat s the eighth round,
Leonard had es=sily wen the first Tour
rounds before Friedmun seemed able to
reiich him with any telling punches,
The Chleagoan's best rounds were the
Afth and the eighth. He also held the
champion even in the aixth.

Leonard shook up Friedman twice,
The first stinging punch he landed on
the sailor come in the second round,
when he hit with his left and crossed
his right, This punch had the salilor
backing away, and a bit wabbly, though
not in distress, as the bell sounded for
the close of the sesslon.

The champion again shook up the
former mariner in the fourth with &
series of lefts, This Leonard flure-up
_xklm came just before the bell.

Fricdman Wakes Up.

Friedman fought the early rounds on
the defensive, but once he opened up in
the late sesslons he showed to betler
advantage. His peculinr siyle of rush-
ing Leonard with his head down an-
noyed the champlon, to say the least, in
the closing rounds,

After the flght

Fricdman was all
amiles, He sald: “There is nothing in
a name after all. Benny Leonard, of
course, I8 a great fighter, but I think
SBallor Friedman is just as good. Thero

Is mno getting away from the faef,
Leenard hits hard. He shocked me
good In the second round, but the

punch wasa high, glancing off my cheek-
bone. Take it from me, Leonard can
hit, but I dldn't give him much chanecs
to put over many of his punches after
taking that one in the second round.”

The fight, round by round, follows:

Leonard was short with a right to the
Jnw.

Leonard
caught Friedman on the jaw with a
hard right, staggering him at the bell,

Round 3—Friedman took the offensive
and landed right and Jeft to Leonard's
| body and head. Leonard countered with

Round 4—They sparred and then ex-
changed rights and left to the head at
close quarters.

Round b—Leonard sent a straight
right to the jaw and took one In return.
Friedman hooked a left to the cham-
plon’s Jaw.

Leonard sent a left to the jaw and they
were clinched at the bell.

Nound f—Leonard eountered a
straight left to the jaw from Friedman
with a hard left uppercut, The champlon
missed repeatedly. Friedman hooked the
champlon with a left to the jaw. They
cxchanged lght body blows at close
quarters and in the breakaway Leonard
sent a left to the chin.
